HATCH, Abram, president of the 
Wasatch Stake of Zion from 1877 to 1901, 
is the son of Hezekiah Batch and 
Aldura Sumner, and was born Jan. 3, 
4820, in Lincoin, Addison county, Ver- 
mont, in a pleasant farm house near 
the foot hill of the Green Mountains. 
He is the fourth son of a family of 
five sons and two daughters. His 
grandfather (Jeremiah Hatch) was a 
soldier of the Revolution and served 
under General Washington, Abram 
recelved a common school education in 
the rural district schools of Lincoln 
and Bristol, and had reached the age 
of ten years when Elder Peletiah 
Brown came to that section of coun- 
try, preaching “Mormonism.
